QD this, the 1st day of February, 1951*-, pursuant to a call for the pur-
pose of transacting the business hereinafter recorded, the City Council of the
City of Austin, Texas, convened in Special Session, at the regular meeting place
thereof, in the City Ball* The meeting was called to order, with Mayor McAden
presiding* The roll was called, showing the following:

Hereupon, the Council proceeded to canvass the returns of the bond
election held en the 30bh day of January, 195̂ * Upon the completion of the can-
vass, Councilman White offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

"A RESOLUTION by the City Council of the City of Austin,
Texas, canvassing returns and declaring results of bond
election held in said City on the 30th day of January, 1951*-,
to authorize the issuance of revenue bonds of the City of
Austin In the following amounts and for the following pur-
poses: (l) $6,190,000 revenue "bonds for the purpose of pay-
ing off, refunding and cancelling an equal amount of the
outstanding indebtedness of the City's Electric Light and
Power, Waterworks and Sewer Systems; (a) $9*110,000 revenue
bonds for the purpose of extending and improving the City's Elec-
tric Light and Power System; (3) 13*200,000 revenue "bonds for
the purpose of extending and iu50?©ving the City's Waterworks
System; W $1,500,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of extend-
ing and improving the Ci£y*s Sewer System; and (5) $1,750,000
revenue bonds for the purpose of building a municipal auditor-
ium; enacting provisions incident and relating to the purpose
and object of this resolution; and declaring an emergency.**
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WHEREAS, tinder and "by virtue of an ordinance duly passed and adopted
"by the City Council of the City of Austin, Texas, on the nth day of January,
195kj an election -was held in said City on the fifth Saturday in January, 195k,
the same being the 30th day of January, 1951*-, on five propositions for the is-
suance of the "bonds of said City, in the following amounts and for the following
purposes, to wit;

$6,190,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of paying off, can-
celling and refunding a like amount of the. out-
standing indebtedness of .the City's combined Elec-
tric Light and Power, Waterworks and Sewer Systems;

$9,110,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of extending and im-
proving the City's Electric Light arid Power System;

$3*200,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of extending and im-
proving the City's Waterworks System;

$1,500,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of extending and im-
proving the City's Sewer System; and

$1,750,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of building a Munici-
pal Auditorium;

That the aforesaid election was duly and legally called and notice thereoJ
given in accordance with the laws of the State of Texas, and the ordinance callini
said election; that sSiA election was held in strict conformity with the Constitu-
tion and laws of the State of Texas, and the returns thereof have "been properly
made to the officials of the City entitled to receive same; that only resident
qualified property taxpaying voters of said City, who own property therein subjed
to taxation, and who have duly rendered the same for taxation, were permitted to
vote at said election; and further, that said election properly represents the de.
sires of those qualified to vote as aforesaid.

II.

That the proposition to issue the said $6,190,000 revenue "bonds for the
purpose of paying off, cancelling and refunding a like amount of the existing in-
debtedness of the City's cefcibined Electric Light and Power, Waterworks and Sewer
System, was sustained "by a majority vote of the qualified voters of aid City, vot
ing at said election, who own taxable property in said City and who have duly ren
dered the same for taxation, and that the City Council of said City is authorized
to issue said bonds and to encumber the revenues of the City's combined Electric
Light and Power, Waterworks and Sever System for the purpose of securing the pay-
ment of the principal of and interest on said "bonds at maturity, as prescribed by
law.

That the proposition to issue the said $9,110,000 revenue "bonds for the
purpose of extending and improving the City's Electric Idgfcb and Power System,
was sustained "by a majority of the qualified voters of said City, voting at said
election, who own taxable property in said City and who have duly rendered the
same for taxation, and that the City Council of said City is authorized the issue
said bonds and to encumber the revenues of the City's combined Electric Light and
Power, Waterworks and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the payment of the
principal of and interest on said bonds at maturity, as prescribed by lav.

Thatthe proposition to issue the said $3,200,000 revenue bonds for the
purpose of extending and improving the City's Waterworks System, was sustained
by a majority of the qualified voters of said City, voting at \said election, who
ovn taxable property in said City and who have duly rendered the same for taxatioi
and that the City Council of said City is authorized to issue said bonds and to
encumber the revenues of the City's combined Electric Light and Power, Waterworki
and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the payment of the principal of and
interest on said bonds at maturity, as prescribed by law.
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V.

the proposition to issue the said $1,500,000 revenue bonds for the
purpose of extending and improving the City's Sewer System, was sustained by a
majority of the qualified voters of said City, voting at said election, who
own taxable property in said City, and who have duly rendered the same for taxa-
tion, and that the City Council of said City is authorized to issue said bonds and
to encumber the revenues of the City's combine Electric Light and Power, Water-
works and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the payment of the principal
of and interest on said bonds at maturity, as prescribed by law.

VI.

That the proposition to issue the said $1,750,000 revenue bonds for the
purpose of building a municipal auditorium was sustained by a majority of the
qualified voters of said City, voting at said election, who own taxable property
in said City, and who bave duly rendered the same for taxation, and that the City
Council of said City is authorized to Issue said bonds, and to encumber the revenues
of the City's municipal auditorium, and at its discretion, the revenues of the
City's municipal coliseum, for the purpose, of securing the payment of the principaj|L
of and interest on said bonds at maturity, as prescribed by law.

Kxe public importance ©f this measure and the fact that it is to the best
interest of the City to canvass the returns and declare the result of the afore-
said bond election at the earliest possible .date for the immediate preservation
of the public peace, property,, health and safety of the citizens of the City ©f
Austin, Texas, constitutes an emergency and an imperative public necessity that
this Resolution shall take effect andIE in full force immediately upon its passage
all Charter rules governing the effective date of any ordinance or resolution afce
hereby suspended and this Resolution shall take effect and "he in force from and af-
ter its final passage, and it is so resolved.

The motion was seconded by CouncilmanThorapson, and-be motion, carrying
with it the adoption of the resolution, prevailed by the following vote:

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Councilman Hionpson suggested that at any time during the tenure of this
Council that it becomes necessary to abandon anfcr of these plans and new plans
"be adopted, that those changes come "before the Council well inadvance in starting
work on them.

Councilman Pearson suggested that there steuld be an understanding by all
the people that In the early part of 1955? it vould be necessary to have a school
bond and street bond election, and he vould like for the study to be made and tha
the Council be kept informed so that it could keep the people informed all along*

Council adjourned at 12:00 o'clock noon*
